Army Of Parents Take Sunday To Wipe Out 
.'Death Pond' Where Two Playing Lads Died 


LEVITTOWN*, N. Y. UP — An 
army of Levittown parents—with 
shovels and bulldozers for weap­ 
ons, the lives of their children for 
a spur — early today 
erased 
“ Death Pond” from their back­ 
yard. 
For 16 hours straight they had 
toiled, many on their Ione day 
off from 
work. Their muscles 
Poohed and their hands were sore. 
But they plodded wearily home 
with fear no longer gnawing at 
their hearts. 


It was a fear they first felt last 
Monday when a landslide at a 
rainfilled excavation smothered 
a 7-year-old boy. It was a fear 
intensified Friday after a 4-year- 
old boy drowned in the same pit. 
Sunday, Levittown p a r e n t s 
grabbed shovels and marched on 
the pit, which is just across this 
Long Island community’s bound­ 
ary in Hicksville, N. Y. The pit, 
used to catch rain water, was 
part of a housing construction 
job. 


They took shovels and attacked 
the 30-foot sand pile while a small 
pnmp was installed to drain the 
14-foot-deep, 72-by-72 • foot hole 
alongside the pile. 
Soon someone spotted two bull­ 
dozers nearby on the construction 
job. A parent said he could op­ 
erate the big 
machine.. Then 
another driver was found and the 
bulldozers were “ borrowed.” 
While the men toiled away—st 
times 
150 strong—their 
wives 


kept up a steady supply of coffee 
and sandwiches. Several womya 
even took a turn on the shovels. 
Others marched around the pit 
with signs which expressed the 
thoughts uppermost in everyone’s 
mind. One read: 
“ Your child may be next.” 
A watchman on the construc­ 
tion job watched and said noth­ 
ing. Neither did his employers. 
The police were “ absent.” 
However, the owner 
of 
one 
bulldozer showed up in the after­ 


noon and took it away, saying he 
had not authorized its use. 
It grew dark but the parents 
toiled on, determined that their 
children would not be endanger­ 
ed by the pit again. 
The Levittown fire department 
sent a truck with floodlights. Oth­ 
er townspeople parked their auto­ 
mobiles around the pit and train­ 
ed the car lights on the excava­ 
tion.

Formal Electoral College Casts 
Ballots For Nekt U. S. President 


WASHINGTON (Ji-The nation’s I 
531 presidential electors today for­ 
mally cast their votes to elect the 
next chief executive of the United 
States. 
# Ohio's Electoral College for in­ 
stance, meet in Columbus to cast 
the state’s 25 votes. The Buckeye 
college, similar to those in other 
^.states, was to hold ll a. rn. and 
USL p. rn. session in -the Ohio 
ouse of Kepi .*.e-/|v**s cham­ 
ber.

Under the Constitution, the Elec­ 
toral College has the legal right if 
it wishes to elect Gov. Adlai Stev­ 
enson, the Democratic presidential 
indidate—or anyone else.

enhower.

That’s the way the states’ voters 
indicated they wanted their elec­ 
tors to vote today when Eisenhow­ 
er, the Republican candidate, was 
swept into office by a record 33,- 
927,549 votes to Stevenson’s 27,311,- 
£16 last Nov. 4.

HOWEVER, most electors are 
legally free to vote as they please. 
Few states bind electors by law to 
vote for the candidate who carries 
the state. 
Nevertheless, wrong-way electors 
are extremely rare. Only three out 
of 14,379 electors in the nation's 
history have voted “ for others than 
0 hom they were commissioned,” 
According to a former Electoral 
College president. 
Latest such case occurred in 1948 
when Tennessee went for President 
Truman but one of the state’s 12 
electors cast his vote for J. Strom 
Thurmond, States Rights candidate. 
The final step under the much 
criticized Electoral College sys­ 
tem comes Jan. 6 when Con­ 
gress meets to record the results, 
Ovith the presiding officer of the 
Senate tolling off the elector’s 
votes. 
While news reporters have been 
referring to Eisenhower as the 
“ President-elect” , he actually was 
not to be “ elected” until today. 
Technically, the voters on Nov. 4 
merely designated Ike 
as Presi­ 
dent. The Electoral College does 
the actual “ electing.” 
^ T o be letter-perfect according to 
vfte law, Eisenhower is not official­ 
ly “ elected” until Congress holds 
its special session Jan. 6. 
And, further, the general 
will 
not be President until he takes his 
oath on Jan. 20.

Had Eisenhower died prior to to­ 
day, the Electoral College would 
have been free to exercise any 
choice They probably would have 
bypassed Nixon, most observers 
feel. And Gov. Earl Warren of Cal­ 
ifornia had been the name most 
frequently mentioned in this even­ 
tuality. 
fc.Many in Congress and out con­ 
sider the present electoral system 
an outmoded 
relic.

electors 
themselves are divided 


over whether it is archaic, or 
should be 
guarded 
against 
any 
new-fangled changes. 
Some believe the college should 
be discarded and presidents elect­ 
ed by popular voters. Others fav­ 
or retaining the present system 
but changing it to permit a split 
of election votes within states. 
At present, one candidate gets 
all a state’s electoral votes even if 
he wins the state by just a handful 
of popular votes. 
The 
proposed 
charge would work like this: If a 
state has IO electors, and the pop­ 
ular vote was 600,000 to 400,000, 
one candidate would get 6, the other 
4 electoral votes. 
Both changes would require re­ 
vision of the Constitution, a com­ 
plex process. 
An Associated K c ss spJC sam p­ 
ling of electors in several states 
showed that among 38 who would 
be quoted, 24 favored a change of 
some sort, 12 wanted to retain the 
college as it is, and 2 recommended 
a study. 
The majority of those favoring a 
change recommended election by 
popular vote.

Wage Program j 
Back In Adion

Stabilizer Empowered 
To Act For Dead W SB 


WASHINGTON UP) - With 12,000 
wage bhosts awaiting approval, the 
government prodded 
its limping 
wage stabilization program back 
into action today to accommodate 
unions and employers. 
Administration of the entire 
pay controls setup was changed 
over 
week end when Presi­ 
dent Truman, despairing of get­ 
ting industry men back into ser­ 
vice on the Wage Stabilization 
Board, turned the problem over 
to Economic Stabilizer Roger L. 
Putnam. 
Putnam, whose own resignation 
takes him out of government in a 
few days, turned the situation over 
to Chairman Charles C. Killings- 
worth and three other public mem­ 
bers of the WSB. They were em­ 
powered to carry on. 
Instead of th* WSB with equal 
numbers of members representing 
the public, 
industry 
and 
labor, 
Killings worth and his three public 
members are to administer wage 
controls They 
asked 
the 
labor 
members to stand by for “ advice” 
in handling future cases. 
• • • 
IT SEEM ED probable that, al­ 
though Putnam held out hope for 
wooing industry men back to posts 
on the wage board, pay curbs in 
the five weeks until the new Re­ 
publican administration comes into 
power will be handled by Killings- 
worth’s wholly governmental setup, 
without formal labor and industry 
help. 
The controversy leading to this 
situation was set off by Truman’s 
handling of a coal miners’ pay in­ 
crease. He approved all of the 
miners’ negotiated raise after the 
WSB had approved only part of it. 
The industry members resign­ 
ed, accusing the President of 
yielding to political expediency. 
Killingsworth seemed likely to 
tackle a backlog of 12,000 pending 
union-employer agreements by giv­ 
ing broader delegations of power 
to the WSB’s staff. Well over a mil­ 
lion workers are believed to be in­ 
volved in the cases.

NEW YORK (J* -— President-elect 
Dwight D. Eisenhower went back 
to work in his New York head­ 
quarters today, prepared to map 
"positive programs” for bringing 
peace in Korea. 
He said he returned from hi* 
trip to the war zone with new 
confidence about the outlook for 
speeding a satisfactory solution. 
In two public statements Sunday, 
the general expressed optimism. 
At the same time, however, he 
repeated his view that no simple 
formula is at hand, and he said 
patience, foresight and common 
sense are needed to find one 
Eisenhower gave no indication 
when he plans to meet with Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. 
MacArthur declared in a speech 
in New York IO days ago: “ I am 
confident there is a clear and defi­ 
nite solution to the Korean con­ 
flict.” Several days later, Eisen­ 
hower messaged MacArthur that 
he would like to talk with him and 
MacAthur replied that he would 
be agreeable. The two generals 
may meet here this week. 
• • • 
THE PRESIDENT-elect said on 
his return here that his trip was 
a starting point for his own plan­ 
ning. At LaGuardia Field he said: 
“ Everyone of us thinks we have 
learned something to make this ex­ 
pedition a sort of starting place 
from where we are going to plan 
the programs we are going to 
adopt. 
“ And we expect them to be posi­ 
tive programs. Because you know', 
my friends, just because one side 
wants peace doesn’t make peace. 
We must go ahead and do things 
that induce the others to want 
peace also.” 
This phrase “ do things that in­ 
duce others to want peace also” 
was contained in an extemporan­ 
eous statement at the airport. 
Eisenhower also had a prepared 
statement for reporters when his 
big Constellation landed. In that, 
he said something that sounded 
similar to the off-the-cuff remark. 
He said: 
“ We face an enemy whom we 
cannot hope to impress by words, 
however eloquent, 
but 
only 
by 
seeds — executed under circum­ 
stances of our ow n choosing ” 
He gave no indication of what 
he meant. On the contrary, he said 
he is limited in what he can report 
publicly. “ As we all know,” he add­ 
ed, ‘‘certain aspects of battle prob-

THE GENERAL tone of both 
statements, however, was a quali­ 
fied optimism. “ All of us have long

But at the very least, that know­ 
ledge prepares us for whatever 
tough tasks lie ahead.” 
With respect to the future, he 
made three points: 
“ First, the training of ROK forc­ 
es can and should be expanded and 
speeded.

“ Second, 
certain 
problems 
of 
supply have reached rather serious I 
proportions, and require early cor­ 
rection. 
“ Finally, we must all recognize 
in all our thinking and our plan­ 
ning that the Korean war is but 
the most dramatic and most pain­ 
ful phase, for us at this moment, 
of our world-wide struggle against I 
Communist aggression. This jour­ 
ney marks not the end but the be­ 
ginning of a new effort to conclude 
honorably this phase of the global 
struggle.”

120 Wounded 
As UN Quells

North Korea Civilians 
Blamed For Die-Hard 
Uprising On Island 


PUSAN, Korea IP — The Allied 
Prisoner of War Command report­ 
ed today that 82 Communist prison­ 
ers were killed and 120 wounded in 
a mutiny by die-hard civilian in­ 
ternees in a camp on the island 
of Pongam Sunday, 
An official announcement said 
American and Sooth Korean sol­ 
diers quelled the uprising and 
maintained uncontested control. 
The prisoners on Pongam am 
North Koreans. 
The announcement said the up­ 
rising probably was a part of re­ 
cently intercepted C o m m u n i s t 
plans indicating preparations for a 
mass breakout. 
Two American soldiers and two 
South Korean soldiers were injured 
by thrown rocks. 
About 3,600 of the camp’s 9,000 
internees participated in the simul­ 
taneous uprising in six separate 
compounds. 
The Allied command said many 
of the mutineers were former in­ 
mates of notorious Compound 62 on 
Koje. where bloody rioting broke 
out last Feb. 18.

WOMEN WORKERS 
WOMEN'S INCREASING part in the na­ 
tional economy—not as purchasing house­ 
wives or other stay-at-homes, but in gain­ 
ful employment—is strikingly set forth in 
the 1952 handbook of the women’s bureau 
of the Department of Labor. One-third of 
all who are 14 years old or over are actual 
workers, and the grand total is roughly 19 
million, an increase of 500,000 over 1951. 
Gainfully employed women constitute 30 
per cent of the entire working force of the 
country, with every reason to expect that 
there will be more before there are fewer. 
For m ales, as is well known, rewards are 
higher. The proposal of equal pay for wom­ 
en, for which pressure may be expected to 
increase with the passage of the years, has 
not found 
favor with many legislative 
bodies. Men’s pay checks average $77.61 
weekly against $47.06 for women. M o r e 
than one-fifth of the women workers are 
dom estic employees. Half of the employed 
women hold clerical or factory jobs, but 
one-tenth 
are 
professional or technical 
workers, and that includes the vast teach­ 
ing force. 
That women may be expected to occupy 
more and more of the higher range posts 
seem s to be indicated by their improving 
educational status. For exam ple, in 1950 
there was one woman college student to ev­ 
ery two men. That year one woman to ev­ 
ery three men *received a college degree. 
A postwar phenomenon has been the num­ 
ber of married women who remained in 
employment and the number of new ones 
who entered it, with husbands and wives 
both contributing to the fam ily income. 
Many have enjoyed financial independ­ 
ence, wider outlook and business and social 
contacts. Nothing but lack of employment 
due to business recession could make them 
feel “woman’s place is in the home.”

Men do not get jobs in high places with­ 
out being recommended. Someone opens 
the door for them. In the case of Ameri­ 
cans employed by the United N a t i o n s , 
someone got the jobs for them; someone 
screened them from the standpoint of se­ 
curity. The reason that Adrian S. Fisher, 
legal adviser to the State Department, has 
been called before the Federal Grand Jury 
in New York and the McCarran Committee 
is because it was assumed that he, as the 
law officer of the State Department, could 
tell how this is done. Also called were John 
D. Hickerson, Assistant Secretary of State 
for UN Affairs and Carlisls H. Humelsine, 
Deputy Under Secretary for Administra­ 
tion. 
The United Nations employs a large staff 
of all types of administrators, heads of de­ 
partments, down to janitors and caretak­ 
ers. Some of these persons come in by ex­ 
amination on a kind of civil services. Oth­ 
ers are hired because of their reputations 
and known skills. They represent many na­ 
tions and speak of them selves as interna­ 
tional officials. 
There seem s to be a quota system , so 
many allotted to each country to prevent 
any one country from having a monopoly. 
All countries, except the United States, can 
control their own personnel in the United 
Nations by simple passport arrangements. 
In a word, if they do not want a man or 
woman to be employed by the United Na­ 
tions, no passport is granted. On the other 
hand, because the United Nations is sit­ 
uated in New*York, no American needs a 
passport to go to the United Nations. 
Therefore, this device is available to every 
member state of the United Nations except 
the United States. 
All Russians, Poles, Ukrainians, and oth­ 
ers of the satellite groups who are employ­ 
ed in the United Nations are directly ap­ 
pointed by their own delegations. A few old- 
tim e anti-Communist Czechs remain and 
that is often used as an exhibit of freedom 
from control. The State Department, how­ 
ever, maintains that it does not appoint 
Americans; in fact, it insists that it keeps 
its hands off such matters. 
How does it happen that so many in the 
bigger jobs have formerly been employed 
in one department or other of the Govern­ 
ment of the United States, and some of 
them, by the State Department? How does 
it happen that many who were fired from 
our Government as security risks, found 
their way into the United Nations? Who 
opened the door for them? 
Further, it has been stated to those seek­ 
ing to discover the facts that if the United 
Nations requires security information from 
any government, it is possible to get the 
facts officially in a very short time, per­ 
haps within a fortnight. The return of re­ 
quested data from the State Department is 
always delayed. Why the delay? Who is re­ 
sponsible for the delay? 
Even now% after Trygve Lie has dism iss­ 
ed 18 Americans who have demonstrated 
that they are security risks, the State De­ 
partment remains non-cooperative w i t h 
the McCarran Committee which has not 
been witch-hunting in any respect, but has 
caught the subversive devils red-handed, 
some of them fearing to testify as to wheth­ 
er they have engaged in espionage l e s t 
they incriminate them selves.

Night Cramps-In Legs Aided 
By Regulated Quinine Doses 


ly HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
MANY of my readers may know 
elderly people who have com­ 
plained of painful cramps in the 
muscles of the leg. These usually 
occur with walking, but many 
elderly people also have cramps 
a t night. 
The person with this trouble is 
free of cramps in the day, but at 
night is awakened by the painful 
cramping. Usually this pain In­ 
volves the calves of the leg, and 
the muscles of the calf are hard 
in contraction. 
Relief Measures 
The person vigorously rubs his 
legs, hops about on one foot, or 
applies hot towels to his leg, in 
hope of relieving the pain. Usually 
the leg remains tender for a num­ 
ber of hours after the attack. 
These cramp* ar* recurring, 
and affect quite a few people. 
lh a recent study of patients 
suffering from night cramps, all 
complained that it was impossible 
for them to sleep through the 
night without being disturbed 
with attacks. A few patients were 
so disturbed they had to sleep in 


causes for these cramps. 
It is believed that most cases of 
night cramps are due to a muscle 
or joint disorder. This may be 
traced to a calcium imbalance in 
some cases, but in many it is not. 
Rejected as Cause 
At one time it was believed that 
night cramps in the legs were due 
to a decrease of the blood circula­ 
tion in the legs. This has also 
been rejected as the true cause. 
Recently, quinine, the drug that 
Is so effective In treating malaria, 
has been used in treating night 
cramps. When taken under the 
direction of a physician, who 
carefully regulates the dosage, 
quinine is found to eliminate 
night cramps of the legs in almost 
all cases. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
L. L.: My brother’s eyeballs fre­ 
quently shift horizontally, from 
one side to another. What can be 
causing It? 
Answer: From your description, 
it would seem that your brother is 
suffering from nystagmus. This 
may be caused by a vision difll- 
an armchair. Such diseases as j culty or poor-fitting glasses, or 
arthritis, neuritis, and spasms of eyestrain.

wages, lowering prices and pro­ 
viding a growing market for sat­ 
isfied buyers. In view of long- 
range prospects here and abroad, 
some of these developments defy 
traditions and expectations. 
It may be their way of saying 
that "We like Ike.”

WASHINGTON tff)-Thc Russian 
Communists are whining because 
their own scientists, whom they 
terrorized into conformity, are try­ 
ing to play it safe by saying noth­ 
ing which might get them into 
trouble. 
The Soviet Journal—proceedings 
of the Academy of Sciences of the 
USSR, Division of Economics and 
Law—said not long ago about dis­ 
cussions among scientists: 
“ We often take more care that 
in them there are no mistaken or 
controversial positions taken than 
tLey present new facts and new 
questions.... Ma ny elements of play­ 
ing safe were present in our work. 
...Every manuscript 
had to go 
through seven or eight reviewing 
levels before it was published.” 
The result, the Journal said, was 
that the work became so deperson­ 
alized that no one individual could 
be 
held responsible. 
Everybody 
ducked. The Kremlin will not per­ 
m it scientific inquiry, criticisms or 
conclusions 
that 
contradict 
the 
party line. 
But, because the party line itself 
shifts, any worker in an intellec­ 
tual field finds himself in double 
jeopardy. No m atter what he says 
to conform to the party line today, 
if the party line shifts next month 
he may get exile or worse for what 
he said today. 
Some Russian scientists, regard­ 
ed as among the mos* brilliant in 
the world by scientists outside the 
Iron Curtain, have been disgraced, 
exiled or perhaps shot because the 
Kremlin found their work in con­ 
flict writh party line or propaganda. 
The Kremlin's terrorization of the 
scientists 
was 
most 
notoriously 
revealed in the field of genetics, 
the science of heredity. Its treat­ 
ment of the outstanding Russian 
geneticists, whose ideas didn’t meet 
the party’s needs, got the most 
publicity. 
D ie Kremlin decided that for its 
purposes — to i,how that mankind 
could change marvelously under 
the Soviet brand of communism-— 
the hereditary factors should be 
played down and the environmental 
played up. Communism, of course, 
was the new special environment. 
Over a period of a few years— 
the whole effort reached a climax 
about 1949 — the leading Soviet I 
geneticists were disgraced or ex- 
fled or perhaps killed because of 
their emphasis on heredity and 
were replaced by men considered 
by leading scientists of the aogiri 
to be charlatans who through phony 
scientific argument played up en­ 
vironment, derided heredity.

NEW YORK iff>— A pavement 
Plato views the news: 
Plans for the first commercial 
rocket flight to the moon are go­ 
ing steadily forward at h e Hay­ 
den Planetarium. 
Thousands of prospective pas­ 
sengers have signed up for the 
initial voyage, including a num­ 
ber of canny real estate dealers 
anxious to open new areas of sub­ 
urban development for Metropol­ 
itan New York. 
The long waiting list also has 
on it the names of a number of 
spinsters who wish to see what 
the man in the moon is like. Oth­ 
ers want to go simply because 
they have a desire to go any­ 
where out of this world. 
All that i§ really holding up the 
project now is the lack of a few 
space ship. Uncle Sam, the only 
guy around with that kind of 
billion dollars to build a proper 
money, is still investing it in .let 
bombers and other earth-bound 
toys. 
M argaret Phelan, the beaute­ 
ous Texas night club warbler, 
who also is a handy gai with a 
skillet, recently volunteered to 
act as official 
songstress 
and 
cook for the proposed lunar voy­ 
age. 
Dr. Robert R. Coles, chairman 
of the Hayden Planetarium, ac­ 
cepted the offer with alacrity, but 
pointed out some of the problems 
Miss Phelan would face: 
“ We have already signed up a 
good fiddler, and I think we could 
use you, too, in view of the long, 
frigid nights (two weeks from 
sunset to sunrise). We shall need 
plenty of hot music. The big dif­ 
ficulty is that there is no atmos­ 
phere on the moon, and therefore 
no one could hear your stuff un­ 
less you retired to the pressurized 
cabin of the space ship. 
“ Your offer to serve as cook, 
also, is particularly welcome, es­ 
pecially if you can make flap­ 
jacks. 
“ It is so hot on the moon by 
day (about 212 degrees fahren­ 
heit) that you could fry them di­ 
rectly in the sunlight on the floor 
of a lunar crater. And flapping 
them would be most fun of all 
since, due to the moon’s lesser 
gravity, 
they 
would 
rise 
six 


times as far into the sky before 
coming to roost.”

The McCarran Committee w i l l 
continue its investigation after Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower has become Presi­ 
dent of the United States. Senator 
William Langer, who will head the 
Judiciary Committee, has already 
announced that this will be the pol­ 
icy of his Committee. Senator Hom­ 
er Ferguson will be in charge of 
the 
subcom m ittee 
investigating 
subversion. 
Senator Ferguson, having a log­ 
ical mind, is bound to ask the ques­ 
tions herein outlined. 
Otherwise, 
the investigation makes no sense. 
True, there is some excitement in 
discovering Americans in the Unit­ 
ed Nations who will not s p e a k 
about espionage without fearing 
that they will incriminate them ­ 
selves. But that is not enough. 
From the standpoint of a legisla­ 
tive committee, what is important 
is not to “ get” anybody, but rather 
to find the process by which the 
security of the country is im per­ 
illed and to pass legislation plug­ 
ging up the holes. The attitude of 
the State Department has thus far 
been to run interference for t h e 
subversives. 
This question may roll over into 
Senator Wiley’s Committee on For­ 
eign Relations, which supervises th 
State Department, and Senator Mc­ 
Carthy’s Committee on Executive 
Expenditures. 
With these committees cooperat­ 
ing to get at the process, the State 
Department will ultimately be forc­ 
ed to disclose the truth, no m atter 
who is involved and how long it 
takes. 


Korean War Costs 2 Million 
Casualties To Both Sides 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y (ff>— 
The Korean war has cost more than 
two million military casualties to 
both sides, according to the best in­ 
formation available. 
The figure is based on official 
announcement of losses by the Al­ 
lies and estimates by the high 
command of losses suffered by the 
Communists. 
Of the 2,129,310 military casual­ 
ties, 364.370 have been suffered by 
UN 
forces 
and 
the 
remaining 
1,764,940 are estimated 
to have 
been borne by the Communists, 
mostly by the Chinese Reds. 
The figures do not include civil­ 
ians, estimated in the tens of thous­ 
ands. They do not cover all the 
fighting, especially over the last 
60 days of bitter war for the peaks 
of Central Korea, primarily be­ 
tween Chinese 
and 
Republic 
of 
South Korea troops. 
Estimates available to non com- 
munist sources say the Chinese 
Communists have suffered 795,119 
killed and wounded. 
North Korean killed and wound­ 


ed were estimated at 497,768, mak­ 
ing a total of 1,292,887 for the Com­ 
munists in those categories. 
This sum is increased to 1,641,* 
887 by counting another 349,000 non­ 
battle casualties—including Com­ 
munist troops wiped out by plagues 
and illness the Communists have 
been unable to combat. 
In addition, North Korean pris­ 
oners are announced at 102,053 and 
Chinese Communist prisoners at 
21,000, for a total of 123,053. 
The UN total of killed and wound­ 
ed is 283.579, of which the Rok to­ 
tal is 158,678 and the U. S. total 
is 114,661. The other 15 countries 
with fighting forces have sustained 
a total of 10,240 killed and wound­ 
ed. 
UN prisoner and missing lists 
total 80,791, of which the Roki 
number 66,102, the U. S. 12,997, 
other UN members 1,692.

Standing Steady 


PISA, Italy lff>— Getting worried 
the Leaning Tower of Pisa might 
fall before you are able to visit it? 
After this year’s final examina­ 
tion of the tower’s steadily increas­ 
ing tilt, Public Works Director Ed­ 
mond Natoni a n n o u n c e d that 
“there is no immediate danger it 
will fall.” 
D ie tower's slant is increasing at 
the same rate as recorded for the 
last quarter of a century. At that 
rate, it will not topple for another 
150 years. The 7-century-old tower 
now leans almost 18 feet out of 
line.

Army Of Parents Take Sunday To W ipe Out 
.'Death Pond' Where Two Playing Lads Died 


LEVITTOWN* N. Y. OW — An 
arm y of Levittown parents—with 
shovels and bulldozers for weap­ 
ons, the lives of their children for 
a 
spur — early 
today 
erased 
"Death Pond” from their back­ 
yard. 
For 16 hours straight they had 
toiled, many on their lone day 
off from 
work. Their 
muscles 
P iffled and their hands were sore. 
Hut they plodded wearily home 
with fear no longer gnawing at 
their hearts. 


It was a fear they first felt last 
Monday when a landslide at a 
rainfilied excavation smothered 
a 7-year-old boy. It was a fear 
intensified Friday after a 4-year- 
old boy drowned in the same pit. 
Sunday, Levittown p a r e i t s 
grabbed shovels and marched on 
the pit, which is just across this 
Long Island community's bound­ 
ary in Hicksville, N. Y. The pit, 
used to catch rain 
water, was 
part of a 
housing construction 
job. 


They took shovels and attacked 
the 30-foot sand pile while a small 
pump was installed to drain the 
ll foot-deep, 72-by-72 * foot hole 
alongside the pile. 
Soon someone spotted two bull­ 
dozers nearby on the construction 
job. A parent said he could op­ 
erate 
the 
big 
machine. 
Then 
another driver was found and the 
bulldozers were "borrowed.” 
While the men toiled away—at 
times 
150 
strong—their 
wives 


kept up a steady supply of coffee 
and sandwiches. Several women 
even took a turn on the shovels. 
Others m arched around the pit 
with signs which expressed the 
thoughts uppermost in everyone’s 
mind. One read: 
"Your child may be next.” 
A watchman on the construc­ 
tion job watched and said noth­ 
ing. Neither did his employers. 
The police were "absent.” 
However, the owner 
of

bulldozer showed up in the after­ 


noon and took it away. saying he 
had not authorized its use. 
It grew dark hut the parents 
toiled on, determined that their 
children would not be endanger­ 
ed by the pit again.

In two public statem ents Sunday, 
the general expressed optimism,

Eisenhower gave no indication 
when he plans to meet with Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. 
MacArthur declared in a speech 
in New’ York IO days ago: "I am 
confident there is a clear and defi­ 
nite solution to the Korean

flict.” Several days later, Eisen­ 
hower messaged 
MacArthur that 
he would like to talk with him and 
MacAthur replied that he would 
be agreeable.

THE PRESIDENT elect said on 
his return here that his trip was, 
a starting point for his own plan-1 
Ding. At LaGuardia Field he said.

adopt. 
"And we expect them to be posi­ 
tive programs.

WASHINGTON f^U-The Supreme 
Court today struck down Oklaho­

Communists are chining because 
their own scientists, whom they 
terrorized into conformity, are try­ 
ing to play it safe by saying noth­ 
ing which might get them into 
trouble. 
The Soviet Journal—proceedings 
of the Academy of Sciences of the 
USSR, Division of Economics and 
L a w -s a id not long ago about dis­ 
cussions among scientists: 
“ We often take more care that 
in them there are no mistaken or 
controversial positions taken than 
they present new facts and new 
questions....Many elements of play­ 
ing safe were present in our work. 
...Every 
manuscript 
had 
to 
go 
through seven or eight reviewing 
levels before it was published/' 
The result, the Journal said, was 
that the work became so deperson 
alized that no one individual could 
be 
held 
responsible. 
Everybody 
ducked. The Kremlin will not p e r - ; 
B it scientific inquiry, criticisms 01 
conclusions 
that 
contradict 
the 
party line. 
But. because the party line itself 
shifts, any worker in an intellec- j 
tual field finds himself in double 
jeopardy, No m atter what he says 
to conform to the party line today, 
if the party line shifts next month 
he may get exile or worse for what 
he said today. 
Some Russian scientists, regard 
cd as among the mos* brilliant in 
the world by scientists outside the 
Iron Curtain, have been disgraced, 
exiled or perhaps shot because the 
Kremlin found their work in con­ 
flict with party line or propaganda. 
The Kremlin s terrorization of the 
scientists 
was 
most 
notorious^ J 
revealed in the field of genetics, j 
the science of heredity. Its tre a t­ 
ment of the outstanding Russian j 
geneticists, whose ideas didn’t meet 
the p arty’s needs, got the most 
publicity. 
The Kremlin decided that for its | 
purposes — to show that mankind 
could change marvelously under 
the Soviet brand of communism— 
the hereditary factors should be 
played down and the environmental 
played up. Communism, of course, j 
was the new’ special environment. 
Over a period of a few years— 
the whole effort reached a climax 
about 1949 — the leading Soviet 
geneticists were disgraced or ex­ 
iled or perhaps killed because of 
their emphasis on heredity and 
were replaced by men considered 
by leading scientists of the world 
to be charlatans who through phony 
scientific argum ent played up en- \ 
vironment, derided heredity.

Capons Can Cost 
In Extra Feeding 


Poultry men who convert some of 
their cockerels into capons can lose 
t money on the venture unless they 
market the birds 
at 
premium 
prices. 
Considering the amount of extra 
feed a capon eats, it just doesn’t 
pay. 
There are two methods of mak­ 
ing a capon—the surgical and the 
hormone treatment. In the latter, a 
poultryman injects hormone pellets 
under the skin at the base of the 
head. Either method produces a 
fine 
carcass with 
tasty, 
tender 
meat. 
In experiments, hormone-treated 
cockerels needed 60 cents’ worth of 
extra feed to produce two pounds of 
grain. As birds grow older, there is 
a reduction in feed efficiency and, 
unless a grower can 
et more than 
a 2-cent premium, he is merely 
trading dollars.
